TraveHH Health CxMMt 

The Kentucky Association for 
the Study and Prevention of Tu- 
berculosis is doing a good work in 
sending a traveling health exhibit 
over the State. There is no bet- 
ter way of exemplifying the im- 
portance of the tight against "the 
great white plague." 

The fact that tuberculosis is a 
preventable disease needs to be 
impressed upon the population of 
the State. The value of fresh air 
and awMhine as factors for health 
are not generally understood. A 
majority of the people do not re- 
alize the extent of the inroads tu- 
berculofis if malriD£— the heavy 
death toll that it is taking in Ken- 
tucky every year. The "tubercu- 
losis car'' with its health exhibit 
and ite illustrated lectarea by as- 
sociation officiiUi will carry en- 
lightenment to mtny wherever it 
goes. 

The conquest of tuberculosis 
will be no easv matter. The in- 
difference to the disease which has 
prevailed so long cannot be in- 
stantaneously transformed into 
activitgr and enthusiasm. The 
campaign of education must be 
waged continuously and it must 
be carried to every part of iho 
State. Tuberculosis does not con- 
line itself to any particular lo- 
cality. Tliore is more of it in 
some conununities than in others, 
but no community is immune or 
exempt. It is claiming its vic- 
tims everywhere, and the gospel 
of prevention must be carried to 
the remote neighborhoods and to 
the isolated homes. 

Kentucky has made a good 
showing in the campaign for 
health, and the sending out of the 
"tuberculosis car** is a distinct- 
ively progressive move.

"^■ot since the ye&v 1874," says 
an exchange, **has the setting of

Democrats Choose Klilr. 

William F. Klair, of Lexington, 

was nominated by the Democrats 
of the Second railroad commission 
district for Commissioner to suc- 
ceed L. P. Tarlton. The nomina- 
tion of Mr. Klair was made by 
acclamation, following a hard 
i\aht on the part of Robert £. 
Brown, of Pulsski county, to se- 
cure recognition of the Pulaski 
county delejjation instructed in his 
favor, but as tbe Klair forces 
controlled the convention aliso- 
lutely, the Brown dekgatioB was 
unseated and the contesting dele- 
gation, favorable to Klair, was 
uiven the voice of Pulaski county 
in the convention. Even without 
the delegation from Pulaski 
county the Fayette count.v aspi- 
rant had 217 instructed votes, 15 
more than enoofth to secure the 
nomination on the first ballot, and 
because of this fact he was urged 
to drop the contest and allow the 
Brown delegatton to be seated. In 
view of the hard tight made for 
liini by his friends in Pulaski, Mr. 
Klair refused to drop their claims 
and insisted that the contest be 
put up to the Committee on Cre- 
dentials.

The Stitk m Reciprocity. 

**Not only is it true that I would, 

as original propositions, favor 
most of the amendments offorrd, 
but 1 could easily write d<Mvn sev- 
eral hundred others that I would 
like to put upon the statute books, 
reducing l!ie l>urden of tin iff taxa- 
tion upon the people. But I see 
no particular sense in refusing to 
shoot a rattlesnake because I can- 
not at the saint' linif shoot an iina- 
conda. This is especially true if 
the anaconda is not within effective 
;^un raii^'e."' 

The voicf is llir- voice of John 
Sharp \\illiams, of Mississippi, 
raised in behalf of the pa.ssage of 
the reciprocity agreement as it 
canio from iho House. Tho s.-nti- 
ments are shared by Senators 
Stone, of Missouri, and Kern, of 
Indiana, the only other Damocratic 
moniljeis of tho Senate Finance 
Committee, if Dcinocracv is lo be 
judyed by i)erformance rather than 
profession. Yesterday the South- 
ern Newspaper Pul)lishers' Asso- 
ciation !ido|)led by a unanimous 
vole a resolution ur^inii upon all 
Southern Senators the duty of giv- 
ing the agreement their full sup- 
port. 

It is not impossible that the 
Southern publishers share with 

.Mr. Stone and Mr. Kern the senti- 
ments of Mr. ^^'illiams. Tlie re- 
ciprocity agreement does not begin 
to go far enough in the direction 
of free trade relations and a lower- 
ed cost ofliviny. Hiil it is inlinite- 
ly to Ije preferred to the impass- 
able barrier that the present tariff 
has erected between the two coun- 
tries. It (■ontaius the means neces- 
sary to break the hold of the paper 
and the lumber trusts. It opens 
to the country as a wliole a market 
foi' ever-increasiny: value. By the 
South, more than by any other 
section, will its immediate benefits 
l)e felt. 

It i> inconceivable that any -Sena- 
tor calling himself a Denioc lat can 
discover an excuse for votinj-; 
against the measure that will satisfy 
either his conscience or his intelli- 
<:ence. It IS hard to see wherein 
the .Suulliern Senators who takes 
such action will not prove himself 
eiiually the enemy of his party and 
of his own people. 

But if such Southern .Senators 
there be, let prayer be offered that 
they will at lea-t disi)lay the cour- 
aj-e of votinii to kill the ajjree- 
mjiit instead of alli-mpting to do 
it to death by stealth through 
amendment.— Louisville Times.
